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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or make obvious the claimed control system for a remote vehicle. Specifically, the prior 
art fails to show an array of electromagnetic sensors that receive an electromagnetic beam and a 
control system that uses the signals from the sensors to maneuver the vehicle by directing the 
propulsion system of the vehicle such that the beam is continuously received and that the output 
of each sensor of the array is equalized. Note that newly cited Miller, Jr. et al (5,374,009) fails to 
show continuously receiving "the incoming electromagnetic beam" since it operates on the 
radiation scattered from the beam and it operates by equalizing the sum of opposite sensors, not 
by equalizing the signal from each of the sensors.
